SCHOOLS AND SEMINARIES. 

The House went into the committee of the 
whole, upon the bill to amend the Revised 
Statutes in relation to Schools aud Seminaries. 

[The bill repeals that provision of the Revis- 
ed Statutes which requires the Auditor to ap- 
portion of the revenue of the School Fund be- 
tween the counties according to the number of 
children between 6 and 18 years, as returned by 
the Assessors, and requires that the apportion- 
ment shall be made upon the returns of the 
School Commissioners; and that the act shall 
apply to the returns of 1852 and 1853. To (his 
bill Mr. DUNLAP had offered an amendment, 
making the Assessors’ return the bases of the 
apportionment for those counties and parts of 
counties for which there should be no returns 
j made by Commissioners. J 

The question being immediately upon the 
i amendment offered by Mr. DUNLAP. 

Mr. FITCH addressed the committee at 
j length in favor of the bill, contending that the 
I reports of School children by the Asses.-ors were 
I nearly always inaccurate, and often grossly so, 

I and the effect was to diminish in many cases 
! the proportion of money justly due to a county. 

| Mr. F. further contended that the law as it now 
| stood paid a premium upon a refusal to organ- 
ize under the school law, since the fund being 
apportioned according to the children in the 
county, and not according to the children aotu 
ally taught, and the unused balance le-in vested 
: for the benefit of the county, the fewer children 
I there were educated, and the less money used, 
j the more money there would be to re invest: and 
that the operation of the law was deleterious 
upon the school system, and unjust to many of 
the counties of the State. Mr F. did not be- 
lieve there was any constitutional impediment, 
in the way of the change in tin* basis of appor- 
I tionment which the bill proposed, for the con- 
stitution prescribed no mode of distributing the 
income, but only that each county should be en- 
titled to its share of it. 

Mr. HUNT referred to the provision of the 
constitution which declares that “each county 
shall be entitled to its share of the income” of 
the school fund, “and if not called for, for com- 
mon school purposes, it shall be re invested 
from time to time, for the benefit of such coun- 
; ly. and argued that the constitution had fixed 
the number of children in the county,” and not 
the number in school, as the basis, and they 
had no power to change it. 

The failure of the Assessors to make full and 
accurate returns was an evil which ought to te 



remedied, and he intended to propose at the 
proper time, that, the Assessors’ returns should 
be taken as the basis, except in ea-o where the 
number reported by the Assessor is less than 
that reported by the Commissioners, and in such 
cases the report of the latter should be the ba- 
sis. The amendment of Mr. DUNLAl*, lie 
thought did not fully meet, this difficulty. He 
was opposed to the bill, without some such 
amendment as lie had suggested. 

Mr. W1NTERSMITH (Speaker) proposed a 
substitute for the bill and amendment.. 

[The substitute repeals the provision of the ’ 
Revised Statutes requiring trustee* of common I 
Schools to report tl»c number of cliildroii to the 
Commissioners, and requires them to report to J 
the Clerk of the County Court the names of 
parents ami guardians, with the number of their 1 
children within the school ages, li further re* 

I quires the Clerk, the Assessor aud one of the 
| Commissioners to correct such report ami the 
report of the Commissioners, each by the other, 
and requires the Clerk to make out a statement * 
of l lie children hi each district, which state- i 
nienls shall be the guide of the Commissioners ! 
in making reports to the Superintendent of ' 
Ruhlic Instruction.] 

Mr. WIN TEKSMITH addressed the commit- ‘ 
tee at some length, arguing that the original bill 1 
j was unconstitutional, and advocating his sub- 
stitute. 

On motion of Mr. DUNLAP, the committee j 
I then rose, reported progress, and asked aud ob- 
i taiued leave to sit again. 

On motion of Mr. D., the substitute proposed 
by the SPEAKER was ordered to be priuted.

the Institution for the Blind says 
member making the opposition) seems to have 
forgotten, or taken pains not to remember, that 
the Stale has already built two institutions for 
the Deaf and Dumb, which could hardly have 
«*ost, each one, less than $50,00(1.” This is a mis- 
take. There are two institutions in the State 
for Lunatics, and but one institution for the 
Deaf and Dumb, towards the buildings of which 
the State has contributed only $4,500. The In- 
stitution is now applying to the Legislature for 
aid to enlarge its buildings, demanded by the 
increase of its number «»f pupils. The Legisla- 
ture will no doubt grant the assistance needed 
by this, the oldest institution for Deaf Mutes 
in the West, and one whose usefulness is dem- 
onstrated by the intelligence and improvement 
of Mutes educated in it, to be found in all parts 
of the State. 

We hope to see the proposed appropri- 
ation granted to the Institution for the Educa- 
tion of the Blind, presuming, as we do. that it is 
no more than is necessary under the circumstan- 
ces. Benevolent, institutions are among the 
chief honors of a Christian State, and we hope 
we shall never see t lie day when Kentucky will 
startler hand in giving full efficiency to all such 
institutions within her boarders^

of iny whole life. I have nov«-r censed for near 
twenty years, consistently and zealously, to 
urge them upon the people of Kentucky, and 
never have known such sentiments before re- 
buked by the Democratic press of Kentucky. 
My only sin, if sin I have committed, has been 
a too zealous and uncompromising hatred of 
Abolition and Free soil sentiments.

This is not idle rumor, 
but what is promulgated by those who frequent 
the “White House.” and if Franklin Pierce was 
the President de facto as well as tie jure, I should 
have more faith therein than I now have.

The Senatorial debate, not yet concluded, up- 
on the Clayton and Bu!\ver Treaty, is the contin- 
uation or rather revival of the discussioi^beguu 
, by General Ca-s a year ago; and although it may 
l imparl some geographical and diplomatic infor- 
mation concerning Central America and the re- 
gion round about, still the mailer in dispute 
ties within the compass of a nut >hell, and 
about which it seems hardly possible there 
>ho'ild Ir* two opinions. 

Tim acquisition of California and the disco- 
very of its auriferous deposits— the difficulties 
and dangers of the overland passage and by sea 
around Cape Horn — rendered it desirable and 
vastly important to open and secure oceanic 
I communication across tlie Isthmus of Darien and 
and through Central America Our mail.- "ere 
-cut by i lie Isthmus route in 1649, when we had 
neither the right nor peruiisMou by treaty or 
diplomacy to do -o. At this lime Great Britain 
exerted a controlling influence in Central Aiuer- 
1 ica, and she had long occupied the Nort h of the 
.San Juan de Nicaragua, as protectors of the 
Mo-quito Sovereignly. This occupation made 
' the Nicaragua route to the Pacific insecure, and 
! in case of war, we could send neither passen- 
I gers or packages to California over any route 
south of tin; valley of tile Gila. 

Under the circumstances, Mr. Clayton, the Se- 
cretary of State under Gen. Taylor, made a 
! Treaty with Great Britain, with the avowed 
' purpose and intent of securing an oceanic com- 
! inuiiieatioii through Central America, for the 
1 benefit of all mankind. And to this end the 
two Governments, among other tilings, mutual 
I ly pledged themselves to each other that neither 
I of them would establish or maintain any exclu- 
! sive authority, or control over such oceanic cum- 
1 niunicatioii, nor erect or maintain any fortifica- 
i ions commanding it. That neither of them 
! would occupy, fortify, colonize nor assume nor 
| exercise dominion over any part of Nicaragua,. 

: Costa Rica, the Mosquito Coast, nor any other 
: part of Central America, nor use any protection 
i which either affords or may afford, uoranv alli- 
j ance it may have with any stale or people, for 
the purpose of erecting such fortifications or 
I colonizing the above named countries.” 

Such were the important provisions of the 
Treaty — more immediately advantageous to the 
| United Slates than any other power — yet a most 
noble and honorable compact, with no exclu- 
sive privileges, but making the resulting advan- 
tages available to all nations. 

I bis treaty was negotiated by and between 
Mr. Clayton and Mr. Bulwer, in Washington; 
but when it was sent to London for the approv- 
al of the British Government, its terms Were so 
broad and sweeping, that it was thought advis- 
able. to prevent any subsequenj; dispute or un- 
derstanding, that the exchange of ratifications 
j should be made upon the express stipulation, 

I (but the Treaty did not contemplate llieaban- 
1 lomnent, by Great Britain, of her settlement 
j known as the Balize, lying on the Bav of Hon- 
duras, and several hundred miles distant from 
I the proposed ocean connection. So the British 
j Minister advised Mr. Clayton that the rat idea 
j tion was given upon the express condition that 
j the Treaty had no relation to the Balize or 
I British Honduras, and Mr. Clayton promptly 
! replied that it had no relation to that territory, j 
. But that there should be no mistake as to the J 
understanding g* the Senate in this particular, 

, Mr. Clayton applied to the Chairman of the 
j Senate's Committee of Foreign Affairs, and 
which committee had charge of the Treaty 
while before the Senate, and asked him, “Did , 
of did not the Senate understand in ratifying t 
tile Treaty, that it did not affect in any way the 
British claim to the Balize?” and Col. King, the 
Chairman, since N ice President, and now de- 
ceased, a ns w.* red: “ To be sure they did under 
stand il” Thereupon, Mr. Clavton accepted 
the British ratification, taking the additional 
precaution to add, by way of codicil, that the 
I’reat y neither devised or affirmed the claim — 
The Treaty neither in its negotiation or ratifi- 
cation had any reference whatever, nor was in- 
tended lo have, to the Balize* or British Hondu- 
ras, i. or with the log- wood cutting possession of 
the British in that region. The object of our 
government was to remove the impediments ami 
secure the construction of the N ienragua Ship 
Canal communication between the two Oceans — 
to obtain a shorter, more expeditious, and safer 
route to our Pacific possessions than the over 
laud and Cape Horn routes; and this object dis- 
tinctly declared was fully and specifically ob- 
tained by the Treaty,; and the Balize, so remote 
and so totally disconnected with the subject and 
object of the Treaty, had no conned ion with it, 
by implication, and was expressly excluded by 
the ratifying powers. 

Then why is Gen. Cass making such a fnsLer? 
Why does he per-i-t in saving that the Balize i- 
part and parcel of Central America, in opposi 
tion to all approved authorities, and the mutual 
understanding of statesmen and governments 
for more than half a century? Why does he as- 
sail the veracity or sanity of the laic Col. King, 
and the official integrity of Mr. Clayton? It is 
because the venerable Michigan Senator has a 
natural and resistless proclivity for “blunder- 
ing.” He blundered when he “put his foot” in- 
to Mr. Webster's diplomatic dish, and received 
merited castigation; he blundered when he went 
off* “half-cocked” for “fifty-four forty or light,” 
to the embarrassment of the government and the 
mortification of his party. His political life 
has been a series of blunders, resulting in the 
defeat of himself and his party, ami now l^e is 
persisting in and re asserting a blundering as 
sumption that the Balize or British Honduras is 
a part and parcel of Ceutral America. 

Mr. Clayton’s friends claim that his reply to 
Gen. Cass was a complete triumph, and that he 
has utterly annihilated the ten column speech 
of his assailant. The editor of the Boston 
Atlas is now in Washington, and iu a letter lo 
his paper, says: 

“The discussion in t he Senate on the Clayton 
and Bulwer Treaty lias been and is the chief 
theme of conversation at present in this city. 
The sentiment is universal that Mr. Cans is a 
used up man, and that Mr. Clayton has come 
out of the fight with flying colors. The speech 
which he made y ester*] ay in answer to the one 
by Mr. Cass the day before, was perfectly ter- 
rific, and Mr. Cass showed that he was undergo- 
ing the torments. He tried to disguise his pains, 
but the attempts to hide only made more appa- 
rent the fact. He would frequently interrupt. 

] the gentleman fro u Delaware, but everything 
be said only served to give Mr. Clayton an op- 
; porlunily lor laying on an additional stripe. 

The Senate adjourned before Mr. Clayton 
! finished, they evidently thought that it was 
I cruel to ha ve Gen. Cass suffer any more at that 
'time. I understand that Clayton has a mass 
of evidence and an array of facts vet in store 
1 which will make even irtore apparent the disen- 
geiioii'mcss of Mr Cass in regard to the treaty, 
l and which will cause him to the last hour of 
his life lo regret that he ever touched the ques- 
. tion. 

When Mr. Clayton finished the Senators, 
crowded around him and congratulated him on 
his triumph. Mr. Cass remained alone in his 
saat with none so poor as to do him reverence.
